Ws Ate) dnt acme nnn newest and most hectic of our 
modern-day distractions. What a madhouse! Chaotic, but lots of fun! 

‘The ‘Net is a collection of computers, scattered around the globe, that can 
talk to each other, Computers have been transferring data back and forth 
for decades, but few people who didn't wear lab coats to work knew that 
the computers were talking. It didn't matter to the outside world, really. 
‘That has changed. The Wall Street Journal this week reported that some 
38 million American homes now have at least one personal computer, By 
hooking up to the Internet, your little computer gets to listen in to the ‘Net. 
You too can take part in the Great Electronic Cacophony, toss in your two 
cents worth, and generally join the fun. 

What's out there? Everything. Every topic you can imagine is covered 
by somebody, somewhere, in some medium or another, on a computer 
linked to the Internet. How many computers are on the ‘Net? Millions. 
How many topics can you find? Unlimited. 

First, a bit of a primer. The Internet is the whole enchilada, the entire, 
planetwide interconnected network of computers. It's the " "Information 
Superhighway" you've been hearing about. But there are many “lanes” in 
the electronic fare worth exploring, and putting to use. 

Perhaps the most notable "subset" of the Internet is the World Wide Web, 
a collection of pages and links that is becoming the standard for business 
and entertainment seekers on the ‘Net. If there is a "www" in the computer 
address, or URL, you've found one of the millions of Web pages. All sorts 
of companies have Web pages, and more are appearing daily. 

But there's much, much more! There is the Usenet -- more or less an 
electronic bulletin board for “newsgroups” -- but there's also TelNet and 
"ftp" and e-mail and much more. (Nifty stuff, e-mail. Just type a letter, hit 
"send" and the letter arrives on the recipient's computer within minutes. 
Very useful! If there's an "@" in the address, it's an e-mail location.) 

Don't try to learn it all at once. There's just too much to digest. 

But let's stick to the World Wide Web. The Web will give you plenty to 
do while you ponder the rest of cyberspace, but let's back up and get you

one built in this ‘our best” 
'bu¥’a computer: use it until you're comfortable With it, théd make 
to the Internet, I'm sweet'on Macintosh, but I've heard there are 
other types of computer out there. 

Also, you'll need a modem -- a device for connecting your computer to 
the phone lines, a telephone connection (you cari use your house phone line, 
but no calls will get through while you're connected), and some sort of an 
Internet Service Provider, which is a company whose service you require. 

For education sake, we'll go with America Online as a provider. They 
offer free hours of hookup time, their free computer disks are all over the 
place, and they're very gentle with rookies. On the down side, AOL is 
censored, and slow, but they're still a good place to start learning. 

You'll need a credit card to get hooked up to an Internet provider, such as 
America Online, to give them somewhere to send the bill. I've never had 
any mystery purchases show upon my card, but I'm also very careful. 

That's it! Just drop in the AOL disk, follow the instructions, and you're 
hooked up to the Great Cacophony. Imagine an infinite library, with room 
after room and floor upon floor, but without a card catalog. A "browser" 
program lets you enter the Web, and you're off! You can then run a search 
using a program such as Yahoo! or Alta Vista, type a key word such as 
"Jesus" or "jobs" and see what turns up. Or try out a "www" address you 
spotted in a magazine or TV ad. You never know what you'll discover. 

You can find and play games over the ‘Net, read electronic newspapers, 
get stock quotes and new computer programs, find a date, check out the 
weather in Istanbul, research a term paper, advertise your business and 
generally go bananas in the comfort of your den. You will never, in your 
lifetime, read everything on the. ‘Net, or even the Web. It's just too big! 
And the system is booming, with new services coming on line daily. 

Give the Internet a try. My white-haired mother, God bless her, is now 
enjoying America Online, and she hasn't even started browsing through the 
World Wide Web! Rest assured, there's something for everyone! 

Better still, the ‘Net is so new that you too can become an innovator!

Despite the fact 
that Pavlidis plays bass on all four 


cuts, he doesn’t own a bass guitar. 


In fact, he only picked one up in 
the month before entering the stu- 
dio. Still, there’s no need to 
search for the bass on the record - 
it’s there, and like everything else, 
shines, . - 

The music thing began in earn- 
est for Pavlidis at the age of 8. It 
was then that his older sister Heidi 
began taking piano lessons. Not to 
be. left out, Nick took up the 
guitar, taking lessons for about six 
months. He wouldn’t pick up a 
guitar again for some eight years. 

Shortly prior to that, as a high 
school sophomore, Pavlidis started 
taking drum lessons to comple- 
ment a friend’s budding guitar 


play. That relationship led to the . 


forming of the still performing 
band Spurge, for which Pavlidis 
drums and suipplies lead vocals (or 
screams, as he put it). Spurge, 
which has not recorded, has play- 
ed at clubs like the Underground 
in Lowell and. Nashua’s Red 
Square. 

But for Nick-Fit, Pavlidis want- 
ed to make it his own. 

It was that determination that 
led Pavlidis, as with the guitar a 
year before, to basically self-teach

aimed at the Hampton Beach tank 
top club. And while at times 
musically challenging, they re- 
main always accessible. 

Not surprisingly, ‘the most 
prominent sound makers on the 
tape are the drums.’ It’s largely 
guitar-oriented stuff, and the 
guitar playing is excellent, but its 
on drums that Pavli is most 
experienced, most at home. His 
beats are fresh and his fills varied. 
The drums, as it should be, anchor 
the recording. 

In the late eighties into the 
nineties, Pavlidis was into Guns ‘N 
Roses (weren’t we all?), a listen- 
ing interest that spread into Led 
Zeppelin, Metallica and the like. 
Spurge is a metal band. As of 
late, Pavlidis listens to hard core 
acts like Nine Inch Nails, White 
Zombie and Sam Blackchurch,, 
though he said that style. doesn’t 
really influence him. He catches 
the latest latest thing on the radio 
and has had friends turn him on to 
punk. 

Of course, this all shows up in 
his own music to some extent. 
But first that music shows up in

f Guitar rhythm will, 
coine into my head,” he said of his 
songs’ geneses. And in his head 
they stay until he’s ready to 
record. This method (Curt Co- 
bain supposedly did the same 
thing) can have its drawbacks. 
Pavlidis said he forgot the song 
that now leads off his tape. But a 
look at the lyrics, which he. does 
write down, brought it back. 

The lyrics to that song, “Play- 
Doe”, are some of the best on the 
record. But Pavlidis’ lyrics in 
general make for perhaps the most 
interesting aspect of his work. 

In many ways, his words come 
off as the simple poetry of a sub- 
urban high school kid, As a neat 
extra, they are printed with the 
liner notes to Nick-Fit, but a quick 
glance, without benefit of musical 
accompaniment, leaves them look- 
ing amoebic, as in the first two 
lines of : 

My girlfriend says I’m nice 

because I buy her flowers/And 

if I don’t think twice, then I 

could talk for hours, 


It is too easy to here say that as 
the amoeba’ eventually evolved 
into man so too will Pavlidis’ 
lyrics evolve into great poetry. 
First to consider is his approach in 
writing them: “I just wrote songs 
that made me feel happy, that 
woke me up,” he said. 

First comes the lyrics, which he 
sings. If the singing passes the 


happy test, he'll put some guitar 
into the mix and a song is born. 
And its in the song that these lyr- 
ics come to life, can be better un- 
derstood and appreciated, There's 
no doubt that Pavlidis’ lyric writ- 
ing, like his music playing, will 
evolve, but there’s also no ques- 
tion both are walking upright al- 
ready. Check out the chorus to 
“Play-Doe”: 

‘Cuz out of Play-Doe I make 

people/They run-around and 

they look for their castle/The 
king looks for his crown oh 
what a crazy fellow/He doesn’t 
know that I ran out of yellow/I 
ran out of yellow. 

It's like, Play-Doh. is cool, as 
arel’Kod! Pops; Cort) Pops’ and 
Pop :-Rocks'}+ the ‘current: pop 
culture fascination with campy 
kids products is used perfectly. 
The lyrics are hip, sure, but they 
also work without approaching 
silliness, “Running out of yel- 
low,” which becomes the album's 
ultimate refrain is good stuff by 
any standard. 

But lyrics are meant to be 
heard, not read. Pavlidis could 
write a good song about taking out 
the garbage because he has that 
million dollar ability to make his 
words sound good in a song (Dy- 
lan didn’t, but Dylan had Dylan’s 
words - The Byrds made Dylan’s 
words sound great and then they 
went away, if you follow me). 

Pavlidis’ voice has a soft edge to 
it. He won't blow you away with 
his range, but he shows good ver- 
satility, But its his vocal phras- 
ings, the way he wraps the words 
“I run around” together, for in- 
stance, that separate his singing 
from the collective bah-ing of the 
current flock. 

The next cut, “Julie”, Pavlidis 
tefers to as a sort of spoof of the 
sappy love ballad. He's earnest 
but he knows he’s writing a sappy 
love song and treats it accordingly 
~ he has fun: “I'll do anything that 
that I gotta do/I’ll be anything you 
want me to be. ...” 

With its. slowed up intro and 
light groove replete with whis- 
pered background vocals, “Julie” 
is not only 9 departure from the 
straight ahead rock force of 
“Play-Doe” but a smartish send-up 


of The Love Song that stands all 
on its broken hearted lonesome as 
Nick-Fit’s Good Song Number 
Two. 

Pavlidis then rips into “Classical 
Madness” - classic hard rock riffs 
with a decidedly punk feel. An 
almost savage burst of a song, this 
is Pavlidis’ angriest playing and 
contains the only negative lyrics 
on the whole thing: “I'll make you 
feel so happy/As I take your mind 
away.” Here he’s tackling the old 
teen relationship thing and the 
way young people (make that all 
people) of the opposite sex tend to 
treat one another. Of course, he’s 
not really angry as he plays, nor 
was he when he wrote the song: 
this: is’! #»musical play -on\ the 
gerideF games played out iat every. 
high school in America. He's:! 
mocking it with music. ! 

The tape winds up where for 
Pavlidis it all began. “Family 
Tree” is a spirited romp through 
his origins, the story of a Greek 
immigrant (his father, Pavlos) 
meeting a young Greek-American 
woman, courting her, marrying 
her and having three children - 
Heidi and Jamie, with Nick in the 
middle. hi 

It was the song, of the four, that 
he wrote first, because, as he said, 
its been with him his whole life, it 
is his whole life, 

The sentiment actually sums up 
the humility Pavlidis carries. He 
is by no means the obnoxious 
rocker-type. He comes off as 
level-headed and modest, genuine. 
Despite his obvious talents and 
love of music, he realizes any kind 
of long term career playing music 
is a reach. After graduating this 
June, Pavlidis will pursue a pre- 
law degree at Northeastern. 

“I’m going to continue with 
music but I’m not one of those 
people who says ‘I’m going to be 
famous,’” he said. “I'd take [being 
@ musician] over a lawyer but a; 
lawyer’s more realistic, more 
down to earth.” 

There is nothing down to earth 
about Nick Pavlidis’ musical talent 
or the four songs he has graced 
his initial recording with. For 
this one Kid; the sky, with or 
without the yellow Play-Doh, 
seems too restrictive a limit.

Ticks are arachnids, not insects, 

|. They are related.to the spiders and 
scorpions, but their hunting style is 

: vastly different. 

Ticks climb up blades of tall grass 

: and hang there, with their forelegs 
reaching. When some unfortunate 
brushes by, a mammal) the tick 
grabs ahold and starts climbing, in 
search of a warm, sheltered spot to 
burrow in. 

Once they find such a spot (they 
love armpits, groins and hairlines), 
they start sucking up to us, literally. 

Their snouts carry an anaesthetic, 
so you can't feel it when a tick has 
burrowed in, Get into the habit of 
doing "tiok checks" on you and the

Once attached, a tick keeps right

Mosquitoes -- I got the idea for 
this column ten minutes ago, when I 
slapped a blood-filled 'skeeter in 
the office -- are in for a big year, I 
suspect. The rain over the past few 
months has left water in every tire, 
bucket, beer can and ditch, and now 
we've got a bumper crop, of the 
mini-vampires, breeding like crazy 
in these out-of-the-way waterholes. 

Luckily, both ticks and 'skeeters 
hate insect repellents. Cover up all 
the skin you can with clothes, and 
shpritz the rest with bug spray. 

Sadly, blackflies aren't phased by 
bug repellents. They just bite, no 
matter what you're wearing. 

(Please don't call them Mayflies, 
which are dainty, sailboat-like bugs 
that emerge, mate and die -- all in a 
day. Mayflies have no mouths, so 
they couldn't possibly bite.)

However romantically it is 
put music, good or bad, has a 
profound influence on our lives.

tie director, and Chagnard form 
two parts of the musical tri- 
umvirate that heads the group. 
The third is Bumstead’s 
roommate, Peter’ Stickel, the 
executive director. 

“There is a wealth of works 
out there that are really excel- 
lent, but just not performed very 
much,”Chagnard said. 

It is this thought that directs 
Chagnard and Bumstead to put 
together concerts in a theme 
that includes a main stream 
piece, a piece by a well known 
composer and a piece that might 
be somewhat obscure. 

Bumstead, Chagnard and 
Stickel all agree on the 
Ensemble’s mission which is to
